Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-23 are allowed. 

In regard to claims 1 and 18, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a 
device/method having a piezo acoustic resonator wherein an electrical actuation of the 
electrodes leads to an oscillation of the resonator at a resonance frequency and the 
resonance frequency is dependent on an amount of the substance sorbed on the 
surface section, the resonance frequency of the oscillation ranges from 500MHz 
inclusive to 10GHz inclusive, wherein the oscillation is thickness shear mode oscillation 
and in the combination as claimed. 
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Claims 2, 4-17, and 19-23, depend from allowable claims 1 and 18 and, 
therefore, are also allowable.
